Assorting Chips. 





This invention relates tothe prepara- 
tion of chips used in the manufacture of 
wood fibre, and it has for its object to enable 
such chips to be effectively and economically 
assorted by separating the chips made 
wholly or principally from the knots and 
knotty portions of the wood from the chips 
made from the clear portions. 

It is based upon the discovery that when 
a mass of chips is deposited upon the sur- 
face of a body of liquid and broken up or 
scattered, and at the same time forcibly 
submerged, so that the chips will be sepa- 
rated or freed from each other below the 
surface of the liquid, the knot wood chips 
becoming partially saturated by the liquid 
will sink, their specific gravity being 
greater than that of the liquid, particularly 


after their surfaces have been exposed to 


contact therewith. The clear wood chips, 


on the other hand, are not affected by this 
surface saturation and therefore rise to the 
surface of the liquid, owing to the difference 
between their specific gravity and that of 


the liquid. 


The invention therefore consists in a chip 
assorting apparatus, comprising a tank, a 
body of liquid therein, a striker or agitator 
subdividing the surface of the liquid into a 


chip receiving area and a chip delivering 
area, the agitator being constructed and 
arranged so that when 


which are supplied to the receiving area, 
and separates the chips from each other, 
causing their surface saturation, and there- 
fore the settling or sinking of the knot 
wood chips and the rising of the clear wood 
chips, the latter entering the delivering 
area of the body of liquid from which they 
are removed by aconveyor entering the de- 
livering area, the conveyor being included 
as a part of the apparatus. 

Figure 1 represents a partial side eleva- 
tion and partial vertical section of the ap- 
paratus ; Fig. 2 represents a top plan view. 

A tank containing a body of liquid is 
shown at a. 

f represents an agitator or striker which 
consists of a horizontal shaft extending 
across the top of the tank and provided with 
a series of radial blades rigidly affixed to 
the shaft, means being provided for rotat- 
ing the shaft, the blades of which are 
formed to enter the body of water and posi- 
tively press down and submerge any floating 
chips with which they may come in contact 
while moving downwardly. The agitator or 
striker # extends across the tank and is 
located between the ends thereof, so that it 
subdivides the surface of the body of liquid 
into a receiving area, which is located be- 
low a supply spout or chute, c*, and a de- 
livering area into which extends a con- 
veyor, ¢. 

It is important that the striker shall pos- 
sess the following characteristics : First, it 
must be constructed so that it will strike 
and forcibly scatter chips floating upon the 
receiving area, effectually separating them 
from each other and submerging them in 
the body of liquid ; second, it must obstruct 
only a comparatively narrow line or section 
of the surface of the liquid, so that the 
clear wood chips can rise quickly to the de- 
livering area of the body of liquid without 
being held below the surface of the liquid 
long enough to become soaked to such an 
extent as to cause them to sink, a result 
which might take place if they were sub- 
merged for any considerable length of time. 
These results are secured by the construc- 
tion here shown, the rotary agitator, com- 
posed of the shaft and the radial arms or 
beaters rigidly affixed thereto, obstructing 
only a small portion of the surface of the 
liquid, and being separated from the con- 
veyor ¢ by an area of considerable extent. 

The conveyor ¢ is shown as an endless 
band, mounted upon rolls ¢’ ¢’, the former 
being below the surface of the liquid, while 
the latter is above the surface. The con- 


in operation it 
forcibly submerges and scatters the chips 


veyor is inclined, and is driven in the direc- 
tion indicated by the arrow by power ap- 
plied to one of the rolls. 

The rotation of the agitator / not only 
scatters and submerges the chips, as above 
stated, but also moves the liquid at and 
near the surface in the direction indicated 
by the arrow x, the liquid being thus caused 
to convey the clear wood chips to the con- 
veyor ¢. 

@ represents a second conveyor, located 
below the conveyor ¢ and supported by rolls 
d@ d*®, the lower end of the conveyor d ex- 
tending into the tank farther than the lower 
end of the conveyor ¢, so that the conveyor 
d@ is arranged under the chip receiving area 
of the body of liquid and receives the 
heavier chips and other matters which fall 
in the body of liquid. The matter depos- 
ited upon the conveyor d is elevated by the 
latter and discharged from the tank, the 
conveyor being impelled in the di- 
rection indicated by the arrow marked 
thereon. 

& represents a pump, which is con- 
nected by a suction pump, g’, with a 
compartment in the lower portion of 
the tank, this compartment being com- 
posed of perforated pieces, a’ a*. The 
pump is connected by a delivery pipe, 
g’, with a forebay, g®, at the upper 
portion of the tank, the arrangement 
being such that the operation of the 
pump causes a circulation of water 
in the tank, whereby the liquid is 
caused to move the floating chips 
toward the conveyor ¢. The pump is 
used when it is desirable to economize 
the use of water, but when such 
economy is not an object the pump 
may be dispensed with and a stream 
of water may be allowed to enter at 
one end of the tank and escape at the 
other end. 

The operation is as follows: The 
chips are supplied to the receiving 
area of the body of liquid through 
the spout <*, and are attacked by the 
agitator or striker, and separated from 
each other and forcibly submerged, the 
chips being thus superficially saturated, 
so that the sinking of the knot wood chips 
is insured, the clear wood chips rising into 
the delivering area of the body of liquid, 
and being conveyed by the movement of 
the liquid to the conveyor ¢, by which 
they are removed from the tank. 

The knot wood chips constitute a by- 
product, which may be utilized as fuel, as 
they are rich in resinous matter. 
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Steam Heating with Blowers.

The effective, satisfactory and eco- 
nomical heating of a mill is a matter of 
about as much importance as any of the 
details of operating a business. A very 
efficient system is that of making use of a 
blower run by power and which forces 
fresh air over the coils of a heater, using 
either exhaust steam or direct steam, or 
both. This system has become very pop- 
ular and has been so perfected as to be 
economical. 

The power required to run a fan blower 
for such a purpose is comparatively small, 
and therefore this expense in the equipment 
is not at all heavy. Either a small engine 
direct connected to the blower can be used, 
or the blower can be belted to the mill 
shafting and thus run by the main engine. 
Probably the latter method will be a little 
cheaper as to the cost of running per unit 
of power, but of course it is sometimes 
necessary to keep up the heating at night 
and when the main engine is stopped. In 
such an instance it is necessary to have a 
small engine in connection with the blower, 
so that by using steam from the boilers 
during the night the heating system can be 
kept in operation. The steam for the heater 
of course must be used direct from the boil- 
ers during the night; but the amount re- 
quired for this and to run the engine is 


small, so that the one fireman in attendance 
during the night can keep sufficient steam 
up without much firing, and any other 
duties to which he may have to attend, 
such as cleaning the tubes, &c., can easily 
be done. The engine will run with little or 
no care, so that an occasional glance at it 
from the fireman or watchman will suffice. 
The average horse power used is probably 
from 8 to 15. 

The principle of construction of this sys- 
tem is tohave a group of steam pipes in- 
closed in iron plate or in brickwork, the 
exhaust steam flowing through the pipes 
and a current of air drawn through the 
heater passing over the outer surface of the 
pipes, and thence conducted by hot air pipes 
or conduits in the walls of the building to 
he various floors and departments. At 
pump and receiver, or a steam trap, will be 
needed to collect the condensed steam and 
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return it to the boilers or hot well. The 
pump and receiver will not be usually re- 
quired except in the very large plants. 

The advantages of this system of heating 
a mill or any large building are: 1. Any 
department of a mill building can be 
warmed to a desired temperature, regard- 
less of wind, or other external conditions 
which often interfere with some methods of 
heating so that certain parts of a building 
are too much heated while others are not 
sufficiently heated. 2. The supply of a 
requisite volume of fresh air to all of the 
departments, thereby rendering the atmos- 
phere of the room properly good ; this is a 
matter of very great moment, and mill 
managers are coming to realize this point 
as of much importance in regard to the work 
which employees can or will do. 3. Fire 
risks are reduced. 4. Locating all of the 
steam piping at one point renders any re- 
pairs which may be required readily at- 
tended to. Water hammer, which is apt to 
occur where steam piping runs through the 
whole building, is prevented. 5. Liability 
of having piping frozen up at exposed parts 
of a building is avoided. 6. Economical 
use of steam. In warm weather the system 
can be readily used to ventilate the depart- 
ments, or any certain parts of a building 
which may not properly ventilate themselves 
by natural means. 

Important points in the construction of 
the heater are: 1. To secure positive circu- 
lation of the steam through every foot of 
the pipe and thorough drainage of water. 
2. Tosecure such a form of piping that the 
air will be brought into actual contact with 
every foot of pipe surface and not allow 
any short cuts to be made by the volume of 
air. 8. To make such allowance for con- 
traction and expansion that no strain or 
breakage will occur in the piping or joints 
or base pieces. 4. To have the heater so 
made that in case of any break the dam- 
aged part can be got at readily and replaced 
without having to disturb other parts. 5. The 
piping used to conduct the heated air to the 


various rooms should be well made and run 
on proper lines ; that is, all lines of pipe or 
conduit should be as straight and direct as 
it is possible to get them, and if any turns 
are necessary they must be of long radius, 
so as to offer as little resistance as possible 
to the flow of the air. 

It is also of great importance to make the 
flues leading to the various departments of 
proportions which will correctly correspond 
with the volume of air which will be needed 
in each department and in conformity to 
the length of the line leading to each room 
or floor, and whether it is straight or hasa 
number of bends in its length. Such pipes 
should be made of galvanized iron riveted. 

When flues or conduits are made inside of 
the brick walls of a mill they should always 
be lined throughout with galvanized iron, 
or else made perfectly smooth on the inner 
surface by other means, the reason being 
that the flow of heated air is very 
greatly retarded by any roughness in 
a flue. The location of the heater 
must be controlled by power which is 
to be used to run the fan, the shape 
of the building, and the opportunities 
for running the lines of hot air pipes 
as straight as possible, and with easy 
turns where any are absolutely neces- 
sary. 

A complete system of gates or dam- 
pers should be constructed, so that the 
hot air can be shut off from any room 
or from any floor when desired; that 
is, there should be a damper at the 
entrance of every pipe or flue to a 
room, and also a gate or damper at 
every pipe or flue where it branches 
from a main line. In this way the 
heating of the whole or any portion 
of a mill can be attained readily. 

In heating very large buildings, ora 
group of buildings, it is usually advis- 
able to place the heater arrangement 
somewhere near the centre of the 
whole plant to be heated. In this way 
the air passages can be made in radial 
lines from the heater to the various 
departments, and these lines can thus be 
practically straight and free from numer- 
ous turns. 

A great mistake made in thousands of 
places, small and large, where heating by 
hot air is attempted, is that long crooked 
pipes or conduits are used in some parts of 
the equipment, the result being that the 
heating of some parts of the buildings is not 
satisfactory. for the reason that heated 
air will not flow at all readily along crooked 
and internally rough conduits, fluesor pipes. 

The area of the connections delivering 
steam from the engine exhaust to the piping 
of the heater should be large, so as to allow 
ample space for the flow of steam and thus 
prevent any back pressure. 

The number of pipes in the heater should 
be ample to accommodate the flow of steam 
easily and the length of pipe to each section 
should be moderate. Ample size in the 
portions for draining the condensed steam 
is very important in a good equipment. 
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Jurisdiction in Equity.

The jurisdiction of equity to enter- 
tain suits in aid of creditors undoubtedly 
had its origin in the narrowness of the 
common law remedies by writs of execu- 
tion. These writs, issued by courts of com- 
mon law, being otherwise limited in their 
operations, were of course confined to those 
estates and interests recognized by the law, 
and did not extend to estates and interests 
equitable in their nature. Creditors’ suits 
were therefore permitted to be brought in 
those instances where the relief by execu- 
tion at common law was ineffectual, as for 
a discovery of assets, to reach equitable 
and other interests not subject to levy and 
sale at law, and to set aside fraudulent con- 
veyances and obstructions. 

Statutes in England and in certain Ameri- 
can States have greatly extended the scope 
of writs of execution, thereby providing for 





adequate legal relief on cases where, for- 


merly, resort to equity was necessary, and 


even extending relief to instances where 
perhaps a creditor's bill would not lie. 
other States statutes have increased the 
efficiency of creditors’ suits by dealing with 
the subject directly. 


In 


It is a necessary result from the whole 


theory of the creditors’ suits that jurisdic- 
tion in equity will not be entertained where 


there is a remedy at law. The general rule 


is, therefore, that a judgment must be ob- 


tained, and certain steps taken toward en- 
forcing or perfecting such judgment, before 
a party is entitled to institute a suit of this 
character. In this there is uniformity of 
opinion, but the difficulty arises in deter- 
mining exactly how far a plaintiff should 
proceed after he has obtained his judgment. 
It is, of course, necessary for the creditor to 
allege and prove that he has taken the 
necessary proceedings at law before he can 
show a case requiring the interposition of 
equity. 

In an old case in New York in 1829 Chan- 
cellor Walworth said: ‘‘ There are two 
classes of cases where a plaintiff is per- 
mitted to come into this court for relief, 
after he has proceeded to judgment and ex- 
ecution at law without obtaining satisfac- 
tion of his debt. In one case the issuing of 
the execution gives to the plaintiff a lien 
upon the property, but he is compelled to 
come here for the purpose of removing some 
obstruction, fraudulently or inequitably in- 
terposed to prevent a sale on the execution. 
In the other the plaintiff comes here to ob- 
tain satisfaction of his debt out of property 
of the defendant which cannot be reached 
by execution at law. In the latter case his 
right to relief here depends upon the fact 
of his having exhausted his legal remedies 
without being able to obtain satisfaction of 
his judgment. In the first case the plain- 
tiff may come into this court for relief im- 
mediately after he has obtained a lien upon 
the property by the issuing of an execution 
to the sheriff of the county where the same 
is situated ; and, the obstruction being re- 
moved, he may proceed to enforce the exe- 
cution by a sale of the property, although 
an actual levy is probably necessary to en- 
able him to hold the property against other 
execution creditors or bona fide purchasers. 
In the first a fraudulent assignment was 
interposed to prevent a sale of the defend- 
ant’s property on execution, and in the last 
case it became necessary to redeem a term 
of years in a leasehold property from a lien 
of a prior mortgage. In both these cases 
the plaintiffs were allowed to come into 
equity for relief before the executions were 
returned unsatisfied.” 

The New Jersey Court of Chancery ex- 
presses the following view: ‘* But all the 
cases proceed upon the principle that the 
judgment creditor, in order to be entitled to 
the aid of a court of equity in enforcing his 
remedy by removing obstructions from his 
path, must have acquired title to ora lien 
upon the specific thing against which he 
seeks to enforce his judgment. He must 
complete his title at law before coming into 
equity. Unless he has established his title 
to or lien upon the property of his debtor 
he has no right to interfere with his debtor's 
disposition of it. Such lien the creditor 
does acquire under our law by the service 
of the writ of attachment. The law recog- 
nizes the claim of the attaching creditor 
after it has been verified by affidavit as 
prescribed by the statute, as a subsisting 
debt, for the purpose of creating the lien. 
Having that lien by authority of the stat- 
ute, prior to the recovery of judgment, he 
is entitled to the aid of a court of equity to 
enforce his legal right.” 


A decision which is often quoted is that 
of the case of Case v. Beauregard, 101 U.S., 
688, in which the court says: ‘* It is no doubt 
generally true that a creditor's bill to sub- 


ject his debtor's interests in property to the 
payment of the debt must show that all rem- 
edy at law has been exhausted; and gen- 
erally it must be averred that judgment has 
been recovered for the debt, that execution 
has been issued, and that it has been re-

that he could do at law to obtain his rights ; 
but, after all, the judgment and fruitless 
execution are only evidence that his legal 
remedies have been exhausted, or that he 
is without remedy at law. They are not 
the only possible means of proof. 

‘‘ The necessity of resort to a court of 
equity may be made otherwise to appear. 
Accordingly the rule, though general, is 
not without many exceptions. It has been 
decided that where it appears by the bill 
that the debtor is insolvent, and that the 
issuing of an execution would be of no 
practical utility, the issue of an execution 
is not a necessary prerequisite to equitable 
interference. This is certainly true where 
the creditor has a lien or a trust in his 
favor. So it has been held that a creditor, 
without having first obtained a judgment at 
may come into a court of equity to 
set aside fraudulent conveyances of his 
debtor, made for the purpose of hindering 
and delaying creditors, and to subject the 
property to the payment of the debt due 
him. 

‘The foundation upon which these and 
many other similar cases rest is that judg- 
ments and fruitless executions are not nec- 
essary to show that the creditor has no ade- 
quate legal remedy. But it may be said 
that whenever a creditor has a trust in his 
favor, or a lien upon property for the debt 
due him, he may go into equity without ex- 
hausting legal processes or remedies. In- 
deed in those cases in which it has been 
held that obtaining a judgment and issuing 
an execution is necessary before a court of 
equity can be asked to set aside fraudulent 
dispositions of adebtor’s property, the rea- 
son given is that a genera] creditor has no 
lien, and when such bills have been sus- 
tained without a judgment at law it has 
been to enable the creditor to obtain a lien, 
either by judgment or execution, but when 
the bill asserts a lien or a trust, and shows 
that it can be made available only by the 
aid of a chancellor, it obviously makes a 
case for his interference.”

All well regulated business houses 
should have a coat of arms, or in other 
words, a trade mark. In the use of such it 
is not requisite that it shall descend toa 
business house after having served years in 
contributing dignity and success to its head. 
On the contrary, a brand new trade mark is 
just as good as an old one should it upon 
introduction become popular. That is well 
known and easily recognized. A good 
trade mark is worth much. Paper makers 
have long recognized this fact and have 
used what to them has amounted to the 
same thing, their water mark. So much are 
such things valued that many are copy- 
righted, so that one firm may have the ex- 
clusive use of a definite word, design, or 
whatever it may be. 
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Methods, I believe, may sometimes be so 
maintained as to stand out as a trade mark, 
anyhow giving an identity equal to the 
name itself. One of the largest stores of 
this city used a wrapping paper of a certain 
tint, which identified a package carried by 
one to most every other one seeing it as 
coming from that store. It amounted toa 
silent advertisement; a sort of recognition 
to the effect ‘‘ you came from ——” on all 
sides. Indeed it is said that this became 
true to such an extent that it was some- 
times distasteful to patrons of the store to 
carry their purchases home. Not that there 
was anything to be ashamed of, but that 
they did not wish to be pointed out or looked 
at and observed as ‘‘ another patron of 
The result was that the house is 
now buying plain manillas for wrappers. 

Generally speaking, I found business 
quite good to-day.

Itis expected that the present sea- 
son of restricted water will not be of long 
continuance, and that the head of water 
when the level rises to the crest of the 
Menasha dam will be much better, allowing 
more work to be done with the same 
amount of water used. As reported last 
week there is every reason to expect that 
the new Neenah and Menasha Water Power 
Company will shortly be organized. The 
actual organization has not yet been com- 
pleted, but it is thought that it will be 
merely a matter of a week or two. This 
will greatly simplify things on the river, 
and is a consummation devoutly to be 
wished,

ganizing another water power company, 
somewhat similarto the Neenah and Me- 
nasha Company, at Kaukauna. As has been 
evident in this correspondence, Kaukauna 
has been a theatre of much controversy and 
trouble in water power matters. According 
to the recent decision of the Supreme Court, 
which has been outlined in these columns, 
the conflicting owners on the two sides of 
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since last summer. The car is expected 
every day.

Excavation began last week at the mill of 
the Nekoosa Paper Company, looking to- 
ward the enlargement of the plant in order 
to accommodate the new paper machine 
which has been ordered and for the new 
sulphite plant which is to be added. The 
company has this winter purchased about 
14,000 cords of pulp wood, most of it being 
drawn to the mill by the farmers residing 
near by. President Thomas E. Nash, of 
the company. is out again after being con- 
fined to the house by rheumatism for sev- 
eral weeks. 

James E. Lappen, whose new fibre mak- 
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ing process has been referred to in these 
columns, has disposed of his rights in the 
process to the Mineral Point Linen and 
Fibre Company, of Mineral Point, Wis. The 
corporation is now in the hands of a receiver, 
but is about to be reorganized, and when 
the reorganization is effected Mr. Lappen 
is to be given one-third of the stock of the 
concern as remuneration for his process. 
The plant is already equipped with digesters 
and other machinery necessary for the man- 
ufacture of fibre, and it is expected that 
the new process will be in operation in the 
course of a week or two. C. E. Pope, for- 
merly of Kaukauna, has been engaged as 
superintendent of the paper making depart- 
ment at the mill. 

One of the dryers of the paper machine in 
the mill of the Strange Paper Company, at 
Menasha, exploded last week, probably 
through some flaw or defect, as the steam 
pressure was not abnormally high. A part 
of the dryer went through the side of the 
building, but otherwise no damage was 
done. 

A new concern called the Paper Novelty 
Company has been organized in Kaukauna, 
and apartments have been leased in the 
mill of the Badger Paper Company. The 
company will make a patent paper shirt 
band for use in laundries. The patent con- 
sists in the incorporation of threads of fibre 
with the paper to strengthen it. The band 
is used to hold the shirt in position after it 
is ironed, polished and folded. The present 
machine used by the company has a ca- 
pacity of 200,000 bands a day.

W. H. Wilson has been offered a position

H. P. Sears will probably have a place with 
the Judd Paper Company as traveling sales- 
man. All are valuable men, well versed in 
the business. Their recent experience has 
been of a very disheartening nature. 

As to business in general there is very 
little which is new. The mills are not over- 
burdened with business, but they manage 
to secure sufficient orders to keep the ma- 
chinery in motion. The volume of business 
is not what could be expected at this season 
of the year, but the product is fairly well 
met by orders and this condition is likely to 
prevail for the present at least. Prices 
hold their own well, notwithstanding the 
dullness. 

While several of the old concerns are dis- 
cussing their plans for leaving the city to 
locate elsewhere, ‘there are others” who 
are contemplating moving to Holyoke. It 
has been announced this week that a large 
concern employing 300 hands in the manu- 
facture of shoes is to locate in this city soon, 
The company has its eye on the Whitcomb 
Building, and if it moves here it will require 
the use of two floors for its business. This 
is ‘important if true.” 

The friends of the Connecticut River 
navigation scheme have received consider- 
able encouragement from the fact that Con- 
gress has ordered the Secretary of War to 
cause a survey of the ground to be made 
and to estimate the cost of the improve- 
ments. This is as much as the friends of 
the measure expected to accomplish this 
year, and they feel well repaid for the time 
and energy which they have expended in 
that direction. 

Neill McNabb has invented what he calls 
a ‘‘nut lock,” the object being to secure 
uniformity in the finishing of calendered 
paper by stopping the jarring which now 
stands in the way. Two disks, circular in 
shape, fully perforated, are placed on the 
calender, one being fastened to the frame 
while the under one is placed on the 
shoulder.

The Superior Court has found a verdict 
for $4,000 in favor of Jean Baptiste La For- 
tune and against Jolly Brothers, manufac- 
turers of paper mill machinery. La For- 
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ical conventions and subsequent national 
contest are on hand, particularly at this time. 

Tradesmen have been greatly engrossed 
in politics this week. It has even inter- 
rupted business. On Monday the usual 
spring city and town elections were held in 
Dayton and surrounding points in the 
Miami Valley. With their old-time vigor 
the paper manufacturers and others céosely 
associated with the trade exerted their 
local power, many as active candidates, 
though this class is confined chiefly to 
smaller towns. 

To add to the turmoil, a special trein load 
of the most prominent manufacturers, rep- 
resenting 25 per cent. of the tax valuation 
financially, and numbering about 200, went 
to Columbus and besieged the Senate, 
where hangs an iniquitous municipal ripper 
bill, which will thoroughly disorganize the 
government of Dayton and place it under 
the Svengalic thumb of a ‘‘ boss.” The 
Governor and the Committee on Municipal 
Corporations were interviewed and a great 
hue and cry was raised in opposition to the 
proposed measure. Yet it will likely pass 
with some amendments of an unsatisfactory 
character. Truly a sad commentary on the 
influence of the sturdy representatives of 
our industrial interests. 

Charles W. Bell, formerly with the Day- 
ton Paper Novelty Company, also president 
of the aldermanic board, and latterly with 
the American Straw Board Company as its 
Cincinnati manager, has resigned and as- 
sociated himself with the firm of Brown & 
Stewart, manufacturers’ agents, in Cincin- 
nati. Mr. Bell has been renewing his ac- 
quaintanceship in this city for the past few 
days. He isa pleasant gentleman socially, 
and a thoroughbred in the business. He 
will add strength to the firm. 

Ed. Evans, of the Cincinnati Cordage 
and Paper Company, Cincinnati, conferred 
with several prominent local trade men the 
past week. About the most remarkable 
event of the year in a business way, as far 
as Mr. Evans is concerned, was that the 
month of March showed a record far in de- 
crease of the business of the same month 
of the preceding year, whereas the other 
months had practically doubled the show- 
ing correspondingly. While the business 
of the firm is steadily increasing, this 
anomaly only tends to show the fickleness 
of trade in the early spring. As president 
of the concern, Mr. Evans speaks without 
fear of dispute or contradiction. 

E. B. Weston, theirrepressible, no sooner 
returned from a busy Eastern trip the other 
day than he skipped out West, landing in 
St. Louis, where he transacted as much busi- 
ness as the rest of the crowd. A fashion- 
able Turkish bath house opened up on Sec- 
ond street this week, and rumor has it that 
Mr. Weston is one of the principal promo- 
ters of the enterprise. Suffice it to say that 
if he is he need not be ashamed of the ven- 
ture, for outside of the assurance of success 
the establishment is one of the finest in ex- 
istence. A cosmopolite will find it difficult 
to locate a more artistic or more complete 
bath house. It is an expensive work of art 
and a most useful one for Dayton. 


Frank M. Nixon, of the Nixon Paper 
Company, Richmond, Ind., exchanged 
greetings about the hotels this week with 
old-time friends. It is understood that Mr. 
Nixon is progressing fairly well in the work 
of reorganizing the Richmond firm. A 
fortnight may witness the consummation 
of his labors.

The Dexter people, and particularly the 
pulp and paper men, are delighted with the 
prospect of the Government taking hold of 
the Dexter harbor and putting it in shape so 
that heavy draught vessels can enter there. 
Congressman Chickering, who represents 
this district, has secured an appropriation 
for a survey of the Black River and the bay, 
looking toward improving the harbor and 
navigation, 

On account of the obstruction existing at 
the mouth of the Black River it is with the 
utmost difficulty that vessels are able to 
enter the port, and last season a great deal 
of trouble was experienced by steam 
barges loaded with pulp wood getting in. 
For this reason vessel owners are reluctant 
to bring their boats to Dexter. Captains 
Hinckley, Saunders and Newborn, with the 
steam barges Coaster and Alberta, spent 
two weeks last year at their own expense 
trying to dredge achannel through the bar. 
What is needed, however, to bring Dexter 
into touch with all the lake ports is to have 
the piers extended into deep water and the 
bar removed. This would insure plenty of 
freight traffic and a lower tariff, and would 
enable the pulp and paper mills to all the 
better compete with the up-river mills 
which are now being built in the heart of 
the Adirondacks, where it costs nothing, or 
very little, for transporting the pulp wood.

WATERTOWN, N. Y., April 8, 1896. 


The troubles of the Globe Paper and 
Fibre Company, its stockholders and cred- 
itors, seem to multiply almost daily. While 
one batch of creditors has been having a 
little round with some of the stockholders, 
others have been securing an order to sell 
the plant and property of the company. 
The coup was performed last week and 
brought out quite a large representation be- 
fore the Supreme Court here. 

Henry Purcell appeared and asked for the 
dissolution of aninjunction recently granted 
by Judge Emerson restraining the other 
creditors from bringing actions against the 
stockholders of the company, whose affairs 
were being wound up by a receiver, 
upon the application of a number of stock- 
holders. It was on the claim and action of 
the Bagley & Sewall Company for some 
$800 that the injunction restraining the 
other creditors from bringing actions was 
granted. A number of actions to recover 
had already been begun on the part of 
creditors. 

The Bagley & Sewall Company, in ap- 
plying for the injunction, set up the claim 
that the injunction was secured merely to 
simplify the litigation, to secure a proper 
accounting, and to render the work of 
settling with the creditors more easy than 
it would otherwise be. 

Mr. Purcell stated to the court that he 
brought suit for some five creditors against 
the stockholders, and that they were averse 
to an injunction and thought that it should 
not be granted under the circumstances. 
He claimed that it was merely to protect 
the rich stockholders, who had never paid a 
dollar for their stock. 

Mr. Purcell was followed by Elon R. 
Brown, who reiterated the statement that 
the suit was begun in this way merely to 
render the work of settlement more easy, 
and he disclaimed any collusion with the 
rich stockholders or their attorneys. He

I saw a paragraph in one of the papers, 
which read like this: ‘‘ The lumbermen are 
hastening iuto the woods, and getting 
ready to start the log drives." 


This means a great deal to all of the many 
pulp mills in Northern New York, and for 
the next two or three weeks the movement 
of the spruce logs will be watched with con- 
siderable interest. High water continues 
in the Black River, anf at Carthage there 
threatened to be a repetition of the carrying 
out of the Herring dam, but thus far dis- 
aster has been averted, and it looks as if 
all danger is past. 

The union label is now the proper thing, 
and it would not be surprising if all the 
paper made in Northern New York bore the 
stamp of the organization. A meeting of 
the unions favorable to adopting labels for 
the various lines of labor was held recently 
to form a label league. This league will 
affiliate with the State organization. The 
labels will be attached to all goods made 
by the union men and will, it is expected, 
influence purchasers who are kindly dis- 
posed toward organized labor and union 
principles. The matter was left with the 
Trades Assembly and there is little doubt

PHILADELPHIA is going in for new 
ideas with considerable vim.

THE bankruptcy bill has been prac- 
tically completed by the House Com- 
mittee on the Judiciary and will soon 
be reported. The bill prepared by the 
committee is practically the measure 
prepared by Judge Torrey, somewhat 
modified to meet objections. One of 
the provisions added to the bill gives a 
debtor opportunity to escape the odium 
of fraudulent intent by returning at 
least forty-eight hours before the filing 
of a suit. Another proviso saves a 
debtor from bankruptcy in case prop- 
erty which has been transferred with 





intent to defeat the rights of creditors | 


shall be acquired again within atleast ten 
days before the filing of the suit. Friends 
of the measure in Congress seem to be- 
lieve that it has a good chance to be- 
come a law early in the next session of 
Congress, if not at the present one, 
while outside of Congressional circles 
it seems to be winning general ap- 
proval. 





It seems that the question of an ex- 
port duty on pulp wood is to become a 
political issue in Canada. Thus are 
business interests made the moving 
levers of intrigue for the promotion of 
the ambitions of men seeking place 
and power. The Dominion Govern- 
ment appears to be ‘straddling the 
fence” on this issue. It would be 
wiser to take one side or the other. If 
the export duty demanded is likely to 
benefit the Canadians, there can be no 
reason why it should not be imposed— 
looking at the matter from the Cana- 
dian standpoint. On the other hand, 
we are not agreed that it will induce 
the results expected, for it will serious- 
ly affect a profitable trade without com- 
mensurate returns, and will not serious- 
ly distress the paper making interests 
of the United States. Locally there 
may be some inconvenience to manu- 
facturers on this side; but our re- 
sources are great, and it has ever been 
found that the rule of compensation 
will assert itself. We invite the atten- 
tion of our readers to a communication 
in another column from a gentleman 
familiar with the timber resources of 
Maine. 





AN increase in the number of com- 
mercial failures during the first quarter 
of the present year over those recorded 
for the corresponding period of several 
years past is not encouraging if looked 
at from some points of view. It should 
be remembered, however, that the re- 
vival of business last year, after a long 
period of depression and loss, carried 
upon its irresistible tide & vast number 
individuals poorly equipped for 
meeting the rushing competition of the 
change in conditions, and this, it seems 
to us, must explain in large part both

Trade Talks. 


George F. Perkins,of Perkins, Goodwin 
& Co., New York—My election as presi- 
dent of the American Paper Manufacturers’ 
Association came as an entire surprise to 
me. It was forced through almost before 
I knew it, and had I thought that any such 
step as nominating and electing me to the 
office was contemplated I should not have 
been present at the meeting. I had no more 
idea of being elected than you. I have 
enough to attend to without that. The as- 
sociation, however, will not run itself; 
officers are elected for a purpose, and upon 
them devolves the responsibility of manag- 
ing its affairs, but while they will do all that 
they can, they may be materially assisted 





in making it a success and its meet- 
ings profitable by the interest taken 
by the individual members. There is 


not any doubt of the benefits of such an 
organization to the trade, and all paper 
manufacturers ought to become members 
of it whether they attend meetings or not. 
I hope that the summer meeting, which will 
be held at Niagara Falls, will be well sup- 
ported. I shall do all in my power to make 
ita success. I think that the Western men 
should come forward in good numbers and 
that the East ought to meet them.

principal reason for holding a summer ses- 
sion and choosing Niagara Falls as the 
meeting place was, as I understand it, for 
the purpose of interesting the Western 
trade and getting its representatives more 
closely allied with the association. There 
appears to be some feeling between the 
East and the West, but it seems to 
me to be purely imaginary, and when 
the men from the two sections get 
together and compare notes it will 
disappear, just the same as a snowball, 
which becomes larger and larger as it is 
rolled over in the snow, disappears when 
the rays of the sun shine uponit. The fact 
is that the western part of the country is 
more or less connected with the eastern 
part and its business men are more or less 
interested in New York. They come to 
New York more or less for business, either 
for buying or selling, or both, and it will do 
them good to rub up against the East. Of 
course I shall depend very much upon the 
work of the vice-presidents and the special 
committee which was appointed at the 
February meeting to secure new Western 
members for results from the West. No 
steps have yet been taken toward making 
arrangements for the forthcoming session, 
although there is a great deal of preliminary 
work to be done. It mustall be determined 
within the next sixty days. The meeting 
will be held in June, but the exact date has 
not yet been fixed. I have a memorandum 
on my desk now to meet the secretary, Mr. 
Parsons, at his office soon to talk the 
matter over. The date of the meeting will 
not be set at that conference. 





Forests and Pulp Mills of Maine. 
HOULTON, Me., April 13, 1896. 
To the Editor of The Paper Trade Journat: 

I have yours of April 4 asking for the 
manuscript of my address before the Board 
of Trade recently upon the ‘‘ Forests and 
Pulp Mills of Maine.” I have no manu- 
script, and had not even a memorandum or 
note to speak from. I occupied some twen- 
ty minutes of time in presenting my per- 
sonal views. I have been familiar with the 
forests and the timber interests of Maine 
from my infancy. My father was engaged 
to some extent in lumbering all his life. 
For many years I have had the care as 
owner and agent for others of large tracts 
of timber land, somewhere in the vicinity 
of 300,000 acres. 

My notions are such as familiarity with 
the forests and lumbering have given me. 
I do not share the fears of those who de- 
clare that we are destroying our forests and 
shall soon denude the country of trees. 

I believe that cutting facilitates the 
growth of the trees left. I believe that cut- 
ting for pulp is not necessarily injurious, 
but in some respects beneficial, as it re- 
moves the large, crooked, seamy spruce 
which cumber the ground and are worth- 
less for logs, and gives other trees a better 
chance to grow. When you have cut for 
pulp there are yet vast numbers of trees left 
of the sizes smaller than those taken, and 
in due time there will be cutting again. 
Besides, the growth is much more rapid for 
having been cut through. 

I think that some 12,000,000 acres of the 
State of Maine are in forest. Some of the 
best spruce tracts are in the valleys of the 
St. John and the Aroostook and their trib- 
utaries. I think that there are some 5,000,- 
000 acres drained by these waters. 

There is not a pulp mill on these waters 
to-day, and I know of no prospect of any 
being built at present. The spruce on these 
waters which would make pulp without cut- 
ting very small is almost inexhaustible. 

When the lands which are now being cut 
for pulp shall become somewhat exhausted, 
or when the demand shall so increase as to 
warrant it, I presume that pulp mills will be 
built on these waters. 

I am confident that under the present 
conditions of cutting, whether for pulp or 
for logs, there is no immediate danger of 
exhausting the supply of timber in Maine. 
The forest soon recovers from the axe. 
Some of our most valuable tracts have been 
cut for many years. 

The damage by fire is the thing which 
timber land owners most fear, and that we 


must guard against.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The stock 
market was dull and most of the moving 
shares closed at lower figures. The market 
for call loans on stock collateral was dull 
and steady at an average of 314@4 per cent. 
In the time loan market borrowers gener- 
ally report the offerings free for long dates, 
and quotations are 4 per cent. for thirty to 
ninety days, 4% per cent. for four to five 
and 4144@5 per cent. for six to seven months, 
The scrutiny of names continues as a feature 
of the commercial paper market, and only 
the best sell well. Rates are 51¢@6 per 
cent. for strictly first-class sixty to ninety 
day indorsed bills receivable, 6 per cent. 
for four months’ commission house names, 
6 per cent. for prime and 7 per cent. and 
above for good four to six months’ single 
names. There was further promise yester- 
day of a better market in the near future. 
Brokers said that the situation had modified 
so far that needy borrowers who could pre- 
sent a good balance sheet were able to get 
money, although in some cases at high 
rates.

What seems to be a useful device in engi-

The consideration influencing so 
vast a change as that involved in the sub- 
stitution of compressed air for steam was, 
in short, the marked saving in manual 
labor, the general economy, ability to trans- 
mit power long distances without loss of 
force, simplicity, safety and convenience. 
It appears that an official of this establish- 
ment was sent to Omaha and Topeka to go 
on an examining tour of the Union Pacific 
and Santa Fé railroads, with a view to 
making a report on the general efficiency 
and advantages of compressed air as there 
applied in the department of car making, 
his report unhesitatingly favoring the adop- 
tion of the system. An important point 
made in behalf of this plan is that by its 
means the speed of the macinery in use 
may be graded, something impracticable 
when a belt is employed. 

In laying out the holes in a belt for the 
lacing, do not get them too near together, 
for while this practice makes the finished 
lacing stronger, it makes the belt weaker, 


on account of the large amount of material 
cut away in making the holes.

There can be no question that the French 
artists have succeeded in discovering the 
secret of making a striking display with 
few colors and suggestive outline. It is 
rather curious to note also the influence of 
the Japanese decorative art on the posters of 
the American artists. It is a little disap- 
pointing that there are not more specimens 
of the work of Bradley, although Penfield is 
well represented ; also Gibbs, of New York, 
formerly with the N.C. R. The collection 
of Napoleonic designs is attractive and 
interesting. 

Certainly the poster is a coming substan- 
tiality—not a fad—and many miles of paper 
will be rolled out by the paper mills of the 
country for its especial use.

The proposed export duty on Cana- 
dian pulp wood is yet the talk on both sides 
of the frontier. Some American mills—in 
fact almost a majority of them—get their 
pulp wood in Canada, and it is part of the 
carrying trade of the railroads now, so that 
if this shall be cut off it will prove a serious 
blow to Canadian commerce in this respect. 

The matter has been brought up in Parlia- 
ment at Ottawa again, so I have been ad- 
vised. A Mr. Rider, Liberal, member of the 
House asked these questions of the Govern- 
ment: ‘Is it the intention of the Govern- 
ment to impose an export duty on pulp 
wood exported from Canada, viz., pulp wood 
in the rough, pulp wood finished ready for 
grinding? If so, on what kinds, how much 
per cord, and when will it take effect? Is 
the Governor General in Council authorized 
to impose such export-duty by an order in 
Council? Will the advice of Parliament be 
asked by the Ministry before imposing an 
export duty upon any kind of pulp wood?” 

These were pretty pertinent questions 
and certainly would not have arisen from a 
Government supporter. Mr. Rider evidently 
wants to force the pulp wood question into 
the coming election and use it asa leverage 
on the Government. 

Mr. Ives, for the Ministry, replied tothese 
questions in the main that it was not the 
intention of the Government to impose an 
export duty on pulp wood. That is cer- 
tainly reassuring to the American buyers of 
this commodity. He, however, continued 
by saying that the Governor-General-in- 
Council was authorized to impose such an 
export duty by order in Council, pro- 
vided the case came under the provisions of 
Section 13 of the Customs Tariff act. If 

t did not the advice of Parliament would 
be asked before anything was done. 

I have received a private tip which I think 
is worthy of record. It came from a source 
which is undeniably authoritative. The 
new tariff bill has been drafted, and this in- 
side information is that pulp wood is 
entered on the bill free of duty, and further- 
more my informant says that it will remain 
asitis. Here’s another tipthat I got, and 
that is that the duty on pulp has been raised 
by the new tariff bill and instead of being 
10 per cent. it will be 1114 per cent. An ex- 
port duty on lumber is also to be imposed. 
This, I believe, will be 60 cents per M. 

The Parliament has approved an agree- 
ment made last year between the Govern- 
ment and George Clarat and James Whalen, 
of Port Arthur, and Thomas L. Bray, of 
Wolseley, Assiniboia, in relation to pulp 
wood limits, and the agreement was adopted 
this week at Ottawa. 

The directors of the Pettebone-Cataract 
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Paper Company held a meeting this week 
and had occasion to congratulate themselves 
on the fine condition of their mill property. 
The additions and new part are all com- 
pleted and the company has a fine run of 
orders. The company continues to operate 
the old pulp mill of the Niagara Wood Pa- 
per Company at a profit. 

At Lockport the mill men are worried 
over the water going out of the canal again 
for the spring repairs along the State ditch. 
This cuts off the water power and usually 
lays the mills up for a couple of weeks. 
Work will be pushed by the State authori- 
ties and the water let in again as soon as 
possible.

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CALCUTTA, March 15, 1896. 

Some fool once called Calcutta a 
‘‘city of palaces.” There is only one 
palace in it—the residency—closed three- 
fourths of the year. Certainly houses like 
those one finds in any American or British 
town are ‘‘ palaces” compared to the filthy, 
smoke begrimed piggeries in which the poor 
natives live. The proper name for it in 
Hindustani is Gulij shuhur, or City of Filth. 
It is the city of cholera ; for cholera has its 
home here. The reign of filth is supreme 
in the greater part of this city of putas, al- 
though the European quarters are of course 
kept all right—largely at the expense of 
the poor natives, whose quarters are often 
such revolting pest holes. 

When an Indian or native, or ‘* black- 
washed,” paper maker wishes to go on a 
round of visits, and wants to do so ‘‘ on the 
cheap,” he chooses—if too lazy to keep him- 
self healthy by walking—the cheapest of 
conveyances, namely, a palanquin (closed 
box, with a pole projecting from each end, 
| the entrance being by a sliding door on 
either side. Four poor, loin covered natives 
‘carry it by means of these poles, two on 
|}each end, and go shuffling and sweating 
along under the hot sun at the rather fast 
jog pacerateof 4 milesanhour. It is amus- 
ing to sometimes see a great, fat, hulking na- 
tive tumble like an old tub into one of these 
boxes, and cause his fellow citizens to ** per- 
|colate” in carrying his ‘‘hill of flesh.” 
Your much traveled scribe has not tried 
one of these palanquins yet, well knowing 
that the thought of others suffering to carry 
him would make him ‘ percolate" therein 
more than they. 

One of the peculiarities of the native pa- 

| per maker is, to the outsider or new arrivals, 
his daily and oft repeated praying. You 
enter a native store during regular business 
hours, and, asking for such and such per- 
sons, will be politely requested to wait a lit- 
tle—*' they have gone to prayers.” Yet, so 
your correspondent is generally informed, 
all this ostensible devotion has little or no 
moral effect upon them, and they will go on 
cheating, lying and committing other of- 
fenses against morality, just like the ortho- 
dox * Christian,” who does a tithe of the 
praying, or none at all. What is the good 
of a religion which has no moral effect on a 
people ? 
There are no organizations among the 
| paper makers or dealers for keeping up 
prices. They cut against each other in 
most unhealthful style, lowering legitimate 
profits to mere rice eating, starvation terms. 
In selling retail they get what they can, 
generally with a mental or secret mark re- 
serve of cost value. You ask the price of 
an article. They demand anywhere from 
five to ten times its legitimate value. As 
you move off they call out in poor English, 
‘** What you give?” 

It may interest readers to know who are 
some of the representative people in the 
calling in Caleutta. Here area few names: 
Born & Shepherd, Chowringhee street ; F. 
Kap, 3 Humayon place; Dr. Fernardez, 5 
Royd; F. Tomson, 4 Market; Konetikut 
(Americo-Indian selecting specialist), 3 Es- 
planade, East; J. Daly, 10 Weston’s lane; 
R. Sen, 45x5 Benfatola lane ; Oriental Com- 
pany, 14 Robin-chand-dur's. 

Concerning technical methods of the 
work and working among Indian paper 
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makers, the more interesting, curious and 
practical of the many ‘‘ wrinkles” of the 
calling, their exact incomes, profits and 
prices (averages), &c., your correspondent 
hopes to dwell upon in a subsequent issue 
from copious and edifying notes already 
made, together with a few remarkably curi- 
ous and typical illustrations, which can be 
left out or inserted at editorial pleasure. 

One of the ambitions of the Indian fol- 
lower of the calling represented by your 
journal would seem to be to get as quickly 
as possible the proverbial carriage and pair 
as a means of transit between his semi- 
suburban residence and town office, or in 
which to vulgarly parade himself and fam- 
ily on a Saturday or Sunday afternoon. No 
matter how mediocre his cash account or in- 
come may be, the red-herring-cut-and-dried 
‘* carriage and pair” must figure in the real- 
ity. To the foreigner on first arrival, in 
blissful ignorance of how they run a car- 
riage and pair life on an apparently half 
horse income, the sight is a little impressive 
in seeing the individual he had been chat- 
ting to in his shirt sleeves, pacing through 
the city or suburb in his own turnout, with 
a driver to drive and two barefooted pages 
(called syces) standing on steps at the rear, 
for jumping down and clearing the road 
ahead. The charm is rudely dispelled when 
it is learned that the rig out is maintained by 
what is known somewhere else as the sweat- 
ing system. The “keep” is of the cheap- 
est, and likely as not perhaps the entire 
turnout was obtained by money dishonestly 
gained. The poor devil of a driver only 
gets 10 rupees a month, and the two pages 
will generally get 5 rupees each per month. 

Hindu newspapers use very poor paper, 
but the English papers of the country are 
ptinted on far better material, because their 
clientéle can afford to pay for it. Roll pa- 
per for a rotary press has not yet been seen 
in India, because no newspaper here has a 
circulation warranting the introduction of a 
web press. 

Indian paper dealers get most of the 
requisites of their calling from Britain or 
via Britain ; for the ‘‘made in Germany” 
and elsewhere articles largely seen all over 
India are imported by way of Albion. 
France supplies quite a lot of goods, so 
does little Belgium. America, being the 
remotest—from Hindustan—manufacturing 
country, furnishes a small but respectable 
quota, which promises to improve. Goods 
from thence are appreciated for durability 
and moderate prices. China and Japan also 
have been largely entering of late into 
competition with the Occidental countries 
for the Indian market, although except for 
the sunk in misery millions of India (whose 
trifling wants are in the aggregate enor- 
mous) the market would be scarcely worth 
having. 

Wideawake people seeking this market 
send price lists direct to Indian purchasers, 
thus inviting direct trading between pro- 
ducers and consumers, which, with a little 
judicious advertising, is the very best way 
to do business, as it saves the extortionate 
commission charges of the middlemen im- 
porters. 

There is an association among the whites 
for the repose of the Sabbath; but what 
can be said of the Government whose pub- 
lic buildings are actually now being built 
(and will continue to be built for years to 
come) on a Sunday as on any other day? It 
is something akin to the action of a Madrid 
association which once gave a grand bull- 
fighting entertainment in aid of the funds 
of the local society for the prevention of 
cruelty to animals. The mortar and brick 
carriers employed on the Indian Govern- 
ment buildings on the Sabbath are princi- 
pally poverty stricken, Godforsaken, semi- 
slave women of sunless lives. 


A curious feature in the life of a native or 
European paper maker in India is his ton- 
sorial toilet. The itinerant barber always 
comes round at fixed hours on certain days 
—sometimes daily—and shaves his client 
by contract for the mean sum of a half to 1 
rupee monthly. It is curious also to see 
these hirsutists practicing massage on even 
the poorest Indasians. They will hand rub 
one of their fellows all over in full view of 
passers by. It is surprising to see them so 
appreciative of the health giving system of 
massage. 

Most of the paper depots in Calcutta are 
clustered around the historic spot of the 
Black Hole of Calcutta, which is properly 
marked and tableted. 

Labor among paper makers is cheap here 
—miserably cheap. Due to the disease of 
over-population, labor is so dirt cheap that 
it is not respected, and it is almost looked 
upon as dishonorable. If the ancestors of 
India had instructed their generations how 
to check the over-population pest, labor 
among the present inhabitants of India 
would be respected, the manhood of the 
country would have been finer and nobler, 
and the probability is that the country would 
never have been conquered. 

The majority of Indian paper makers go 
about barefooted, or at best sometimes have 
only clogs to shuffle about on. They never 
wear socks, rightly considering their use for 
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walking purposes as unclean. They do not 
wear hats, but many carry heavy and clumsy 
native made umbrellas. This is far better 
than the silly, stifling and grotesque head- 
piece worn by the Europeans, which is 
largely responsible for baldness and pre- 
vents cooling off where it is most desirable. 
They do not wear trousers (a wound-about 
piece of white textile is the substitute), nor 
a coat (the shirt in lieu thereof), while some 
of the poorer fraternity are bare, with the 
exception of the usual middle cloth. It 
should be borne in mind that these customs 
belong exclusively to the native paper 
makers. 

Unfortunately, Sunday work is indulged 
in by all native paper makers. They never 
have a certain day off each week even, but 
reserve their holidays until their religious 
anniversaries. Then it is a ‘‘ holiday!” 
Where the enjoyment comes in it is difficult 
tosee. Filling one’s self with greasy rice 
and greasier confectionery is very dubious 
diversion. 

As to incomes, if a native paper maker 
can turn 5,000 rupees clear profit yearly he 
considers himself very fortunate. It must 
be remembered that the current value of 
the rupee is only a trifle over a shilling ; 
but he encounters such opposition that it is 
an heroic effort to manage a 5,000 rupee 
apex. 

In steam paper mills in this country the 
engineer has to keep a lookout for snakes. 
During the cool nights of the fresh season 
the snakes for warmth will get in somehow 
to the boiler room. They are quite deadly, 
but are easily killed—when you can strike 
them. 

In news, browns, packings and other 
rough grades there is now no competition 
from abroad. India can make cheaper than 
the imported article, but for fine stationery 
and art printing paper she has yet to send 
to Europe. 

There are a few Asiatic Jew paper mak- 
ers here. They are, it appears, in very bad 
odor with the natives in the calling on ac- 
count of their cheating propensities. L. 





Fireproof Paper. 





Fireproof paper for writing and print- 
ing purposes is now manufactured in Berlin 
by a new patented process. Ninety-five 
parts of asbestos fibre of the best quality 
are washed in a solution of permanganate of 
calcium,jand then treated with sulphuric acid 
as a bleaching agent. Five parts of wood 
pulp, as used in paper factories, are added, 
and the whole is placed in the agitating box 
with an addition of limewater and borate 
of soda. 

After being thoroughly mixed the mate- 
rial is pumped into the regulating box 
and allowed to flow out of the gate on an 
endless wire cloth, where it enters the 
usual paper making machinery. It is easy 
to apply watermarks to this paper, which 
ordinarily has a smooth surface, which can 
be satin finished for writing purposes. Pa- 
per thus produced is said to resist even the 
direct influence of flame and remains unin- 
jured, though subjected to a white heat.

Pulp Moldings. 





The use of wood fibre or pulp in the 
shape of molding is now made peculiarly 
available for some of the artistic processes 
in furniture decoration. For this purpose 
the required patterns are designed, and hol- 
low molds made after them—that is, the 
wood fibre, while in a soft, gelatinous con- 
dition, is forced into these molds and the 
moisture then slowly driven out by com- 
pressed air, while the meshes of a fine net- 
ting hold the pulp in place. 

Thus the articles can be readily turned 
out in single pieces, and are completed 
without further manipulation except to trim 
and finish off the surface. So peculiarly 
adapted is this method to the art in question 
that delicate scrolls, flowers and all conven- 
tional patterns carved out of wood for fur- 
niture and cabinets are thus satisfactorily 
and rapidly produced. With a little glue 
these ornamental pieces are fixed securely 
in the desired position, and almost perfectly 
resemble the finest specimens of carved 
woodwork, — l/pholsterer.

Some of the results arrived at by recent 
tests made by the Government authorities 
at the arsenal in Watertown, Mass., may be 
regarded as of special importance in rela- 
tion to the endurance of rotating shafts. 
Thus, while it has been found that great 
improvements in tensile strength and elas- 
tic limit have been obtained, it has not been 
shown whether the limit of endurance un- 
der repeated strains has been increased. In 
the rotating tests of cylindrical shafts, al- 
ternate tensile and compressive strains are 
successfully applied, and under these con- 
ditions of loading no steel has yet been ex- 
perimented with which will endure a fibre 
stress of 40,000 per square inch without 
rupturing, and this result has been reached 
after a total number of repetitions of from 
four to seven millions for steels of high 
elastic limit and tensile strength. |

One of the principal elements sought 
in making packages in which to ship mer- 
chandise is lightness. Frequently manu- 
facturers of boxes sacrifice considerable in 
order to attain this end. They use thin 
boards, fewer nails and as little material as 
possible, resulting often in a package which 
will not withstand the strains put upon it 
during shipment. In the line of making 
trunks several novelties, in which the chief 
feature is lightness, have recently been 
brought out. Trunks made by the use of a 
combination of leather and canvas strips, 
interwoven in such manner thata durable 
and light trunk 1s produced, are among the 
latest. Then another style is made by in- 
terlocking cane with ribbons of elastic 
material, resulting in a trunk notable for 
lightness, at least. 

There are other types of boxes and trunks 
which have been patented during the past 
year or two, thechief aim of their inventors 
being to reduce weight. The main thing 
against the adoption of these improved de- 
vices is the increased cost. The feather- 
weight trunks are too costly for ordinary 
uses. The patented styles of shipping 
packages constructed of prepared material 
by the use of specially built mechanical 
apparatus requiring specially trained men 
cannot be put upon the market at a low 
price and at the same time pay a profit to 
the makers ; consequently the price must 
be high, and the great canneries, shoe fac- 
tories, spice mills and other establishments 
which use great quantities of packages 
every year in which to ship goods fail to 
adopt the new types, even though something 
is saved in the way of freight charges. 

A new phase in the matter has, however, 
been developed. It consist in doing away 
with all cornices, edge attachments, bind- 
ings, interlocking devices and fixings in 
general, and in making a package in two 
pieces, namely, the body and the cover. 
The package is shaped from a composition 
evolved principally from wood fibre. The 
wood is cut into blocks, boiled and reduced 
to pulp as ordinarily. As it hardly matters 
what grade of stock is employed in this 
work, pulp from rags, straw and almost any 
fibre is available. In mixing the pulp for 
final shaping into boxes, trunks, &c., a 
large tank, in which the pulp is allowed to

stand during the preparatory stages, is util 
ized. 

Supposing that the pulp is a combination 
of fibre from the various grades of wood, 
rags, straw and manilla stock. The whole 
would be heated lukewarm, reduced to a 
consistency which would permit free stir- 
ring, and the following described ingredients 
added to each 100 pounds of pulp: Five 
poundsof crude petroleum, 3 pounds of pale 
grade rosin, 2 pounds of cotton seed oil, 
7 pounds of glue stock prepared from

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sinews, skivings, &c.; 1 pound of varnish 
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above mentioned into the cylinder through 
the pipe E. When the mechanism in the 
device first starts to operate, the shaft H, 
and consequently the piston flange, is 'way 
up and the pulp has free access to the in- 
terior of the cylinder, which it quickly fills. 
Then the outlet E is closed ; the machine is 
| started ; the shaft H descends, driving the 
| pulp before it and out of the cylinder 
through the pipe J into the mold A, distri- 
bution being obtained by having the pulp 
enter through the pipes K and L on either 
side. The pressure mold B is nearly down 
when the pulp begins to enter, so that the 
pulp shapes itself about the mold, and when 
the final pressure comes the shaping is 
easy. The outline of the pulp in process is 
marked C. The parts A and B are heated 
so that the pulp is rapidly hardened when 
shaped. This makes the body part. 

The covers are made on the same ma- 
chine, but with short sides to the molds. 
An enormous pressure is obtained on the 
pulp, hardening it and making it very dura- 
ble. As there is no necessity for cleats, 


| nails, &c., and as the sides can be thinner 


than in wooden boxes, a saving in weight is 
effected.

The mold 
shown is for large packages, such as trunks, 
dry goods boxes, &c., and is marked A, this 
being the inside or cut-off appearance. The 
pressure mold is indicated at B. and is 
brought into action by the spindle P, the 
union being at R. Movement is applied by 
the belt which drives the pulley N, and the 
latter drives the gears at O, thus causing 
the spindle P to lower, for the large gear on 
this spindle is attached to the latter by 
means of a thread cut in the shaft of the 
spindle and the hub of the wheel. A sim- 
ilar screw arrangement is employed in con- 
junction with the shaft H and the gearing 
G, so that when the link chain drives the 
shafting of the latter the shaft H is caused

It is 
claimed that the results secured in some 
classes of machines are very promising. It 
has been tried with great success in the 


case of wood working machinery, and is 
said to require less attention than bearings 
of any other material. It seems especially 
adapted to high speed and very little oil is 
required to make the bearing runcool.

Prof. E. Mache, of Prague, is credited 
with some remarkable achievements in the 
line of rapid photography. Thus the flight 
of a projectile has been fastened on a sen- 
sitive plate, the exposure being estimated 
at probably about one-thousandth of a sec- 


ond. In taking this picture Professor Mache 
succeeded not only in showing the projectile 
proper upon the negative, but he also shows 
that air currents, and the condensing of pho- 
tographs, it is thought, might explain the 
luminous tail on comets and on meteors, 
which are presumably projectiles hurled 
through infinite space upon a larger scale. 
Another of these photographic achievements 
is air occasioned by the flight of a leaden 
ball; its current of air is diverted to all 
sides at an angle of about 45 degrees to the 
axis of the projectile, and the whirlwind in 
its wake shows particles of dust and other 
atoms carried in the atmosphere, driven 
with an energetic motion in the road which 
the projectile has just left, and following it 
with almost the same rapidity.
